FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


Board of Regents of Normal Schools. 


In presenting the Fourth Annual Report, the Regents are ena- 
bled to give a full and complete statement of the condition of the 
Institutions reporting ; the revision of the law in 1860, and the 
full instructions issued by the Board, having been in most cases 
fully understood and complied with. 

The decrease of the fund placed at the disposal of the Board, 
has made it necessary for the Board to economise in all the ways 
possible, yet it is believed that the efficiency of the Teachers’ In- 
stitutes have been fully equal to that of former years. The num- 
ber held, embraced in the report of 1860, was 47; in the report 
of 1861, 28, These last were held mainly in counties where they 
were not holden during the previous year, and the Agent was 
instructed, so far as possible, to employ the talent for his assist- 
ance in the counties where the Institutes were held. This was 
effected in nearly every case, and it is believed that this course 
has rendered the Institutes no less efficient nor interesting than 
those of the previoys years; and while the number of Institutes 
held, and the numbor of persons attending has been but little 
more than half those of 1860, the number of days instruction 
given has not diminished two-sevenths, while the expense for the 
same has been diminished about three-fourths, Jor a more com- 
plete statement of the labors of the Agent, you are respectfully 
referred to the report of the Agent, appendix “A.” 

The visitation of the Institutions reporting, and the examina- 
tion of the classes, has been continued under the same system as 
embodied in the report of 1860. For acomplete account of those 
visitations, together with the questions employed in examination 
of the Normal classes, see report of the agent, appendix “B.” 

During the past year, Hon. Henry Barnard, acting as the agent 
of this Board and Chancellor of the University, was compelled to 
spend much of his time away from the state on account of his 
failing health, and as his resignation as Chancellor of the Univer- 
sity had been tendered and accepted, it was deemed advisable that 
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` his connection with this Board should also be severed. It was 
with grest reluctance that the Board was compelled to take this 
step, as it was hoped that Dr. Barnrrd would become a permanent 
citizen of Wisconsin, and identify himself with our educational 
interests. But the resources of this Board were not such as to 
warrant its holding out any inducements to him to remain, and 
his resignation as the agent of this Board was accepted. 

Prof. Chas. H. Allen, who had been at first employed by Dr. 
Barnard, and during his absence had performed the duties of 
agent, was elected in his place. It is believed that the agency 
has been well filled and ile duties fully and satisfactorily per- 
formed. 

INSTITUTIONS REPORTING. 


There are four classes of instutions making report to this Board : 
. Colleges with a net property of $50, 000. 
. Female Colleges with a net property of $20,000. 
. Academies with a net property of $5,000. 
Union or High Schools, without any property qualifications 
defined, but being “under the control of any city, village, town 
or district board of commissioners or trustees, or directors, having 
eontrol of the schools of said city, village, town, or district, ac 
cording to the laws of this State.”

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Wishing to learn the estimate placed upon the Institutes by the 
teachers attending them, I have endeavored, since January, 1861, 
to ascertain the actual cash expenses incurred in their attendance, 
for travel and board, where board has been paid. 9 

I did not succeed in getting all of the expenditures, but those 
obtained show that the work is appreciated. The expenses, of 
course, vary with the number in attendance, the means of 
conveyance and the duration of the session, 

In the report made to you last year, it was suggested that a 
corps of instructors would be required large enough to admit of 
grading the institute, but the fund placed at my disposal, was too 
small to make it possible to secure any permanent assistance, and 
L have preferred, às a rule, to make appointments in the more re- 
mote places, in order to reach a new class of teachers ; undor the 
belief that by so doing more good might be accomplished, as in 
such localities teachers do not have the advantages of High 
Schools, Academies or Normal Classes. This, together wigh the 
fact that more than 600 teachers are in the army, has made the 
average attendance smaller than last year, 

In answer to the demand for longer sessions, four Institutes 
have been held of two weeks cach, and conducted, as nearly as 
circumstances would permit, upon the plan of a Normal school, 
These have been eminently successful, and have, when held, excited 
much interest in the establishment of a Normal school. 

All that was said last year, of the manner in which the Institu- 
tes were received, may be repeated. Tho interest is undiminished, 
and the good results obvious to all observers. The hospitalities 
of the citizens have been unlimited, and public interest awakned to 
a new sense of the importance of public schools. 

The demand has been greater than the ability to meot it, and 
there are at least a half score of applications yet unfilled. 

The future work of this department will of necessity be some- 
what changed, The law, going into effect January next, makes it 
the duty of County Superintendents to call and hold Teachers’ In- 
stitutes, which will, in a measure, absorb this part of the work. It 
will, however, I think, be advisable to substitute, in place of the 
short sessions, Institutes of from four to ten weeks, in localities 
remote from Normal classes, and where guarantees may be given 
of sufficient attendance. These will, for the present, take tlie place 
of, and prepare the way for, a Normal school. Institutes of this 
kind, under competent instructors, appointed at such times as will 
accommodate the mass of teachers, will prove a cheap yet effective- 
agency in the work of improving the teachers and thereby the 
schools of the State. 

This agency is under renewed obligations to the Superintendent 
of Public Instruction for the hearty co-operation and efficient la- 
bors of that department, which have contributed largely to the 
success of the work.

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Although thé grading in some of the Institutions may seem 
low. yet I “have reason to believe that the money used to sustain 
the Normal classes for the last year has been well expended.’ There 
hax been a much greater amount of special Normal instruction 
given than heretofore, and Normal classes haye been something 
more than mere classes in name. 

The wholesome regulations adopted by the Board, while deter- 

ring irom continuing ` this department in these Institutions, have 
led those who continued it to do a work highly satisfactory. and 
which will þe felt in the public schools of the State. 

During the present year, the work is being even better done 
than heretofore. There being several thousand- young persons in 
the colleges, academies, and high schools ot the State who are de- 
signing to fit themselves for teachers, it seems a wise provision of 
the Stote to provide for their special Normal instruction. as it is 
now doing in these institutions, at least until the time when we 
shall he supplied with permanent Normal schools.
